On April 25, 2005, The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) filed a 

request for an extension of time to provide responses to certain data requests contained 

in the Commission Staff’s Second Data Request dated April 5, 2005.  Specifically, 

ULH&P requested that it be permitted to file its responses to Item Nos. 1, 2, and 35 on 

April 28, 2005 and the response to Item No. 21 on May 2, 2005.  In support of its 

request, ULH&P noted that it had used its best efforts to follow the original procedural 

schedule and had responded to all the requests from the Attorney General (“AG”) on the 

same date, even though 78 questions had been submitted to ULH&P 2 days late.  

ULH&P stated that if either the Commission Staff or the AG required additional time to 

submit data requests related to these particular responses, it would not object.

Based on a review of the April 25, 2005 request, the Commission finds that 

ULH&P should be granted an extension and that the March 21, 2005 procedural 

schedule should be revised.  However, we find that all outstanding responses should be 

filed at the same time.  Therefore, we find that the procedural schedule should be 

revised as set forth in Appendix A to this Order.
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IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The revised procedural schedule set forth in Appendix A, which is 

attached hereto and incorporated herein, shall be followed.

2. All other provisions of the Commission’s March 21, 2005 Order remain in 

effect.

3. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the parties from filing requests and 

responses earlier than required by the revised procedural schedule.
